Centre Agate bearings in lots of forty (40) $1.50 a piece.

For agate bearings at end of beam $9.00 per dozen.

Freeman with those he uses. 


These bearings can be made of steel, but are very much more accurate and durable in 
agate. I have the honor to enclose a requisition for Twelve (12) centre bearings, and two (2) 
dozen end of beam bearings of agate, on Mr. Bohren.
